1, Now that the Agency is officially on the six-day week 
it is recommended that notion be taken to increase the limit or 
annual leave that may be carried aver beyond the calendar year 
from 60 to 90 days. The increase from 60 to 90 days was au^ho.- 
iaed during the last war when Government agencies were on a 
six-day week. The loss of considerable amounts of annual leave 
hy reason of pressure of work does not contribute to 
of employees* morale, especially since the advent of the six-cay 

week. 


2 , If it should be legally impossible to increase accumu- 
lated annual leave from 60 to 90 days, it is recommended that a 
list be compiled of employees who will lose annual leave on 
1 January, In order that consideration may be given to compensa- 
tory time off at some future date in the case of such employees.
